SLEEP AND HEAViTII 

(Consider]ng the amount of 
time that we spend in ted and 
the large part of our lives that 
is passed in; sleep, it appears 
that, by the time we reach adult 
life, we may fairly claim to be 
experienced sleepers. 

The art of going to sleep ,*3 
a habit. Most adults go t 0 bed 
as a routine, and such a routine 
favors the habit of going to 
sleep readily. The amount of 
sleep that is required by differ¬ 
ent individuals varies. The need 
of each individual for sleep is 
proportionate to his physical 
and mental work. 

What Causes sleep has not

been determined. Nerve cells 

» 

are active as long as we alre 
awake. As a result of their act¬ 
ivity, waste products or fatigue 
substances are produced and 
these, .acting as a mild drug, 
may te the cause of sleep. It is 
also suggested that life moves 
in a rythmn of activity and rest 
Sleep, as the best form of rest, 
is a part of this natural rythmn. 

We know from common ex¬ 
perience, that when blood is 
drawn from the brain to otaher 
parts of the body we become 
sleepy. This feeling we exper¬ 
ience rtf'ter eating when more of 
of the blood supply is diverted 
to the abdomen to play its 
part in the digestive process. 
When we are in a warm room, 
the arteries of the skin dilate, 
and we become drowsy; cooling 
of the roonl wakes us up as the 
skin qvtertes contract and more 


blood is diverted to the brain. 

Generally we rest better 
when things are quiet or when 
the only noises are those to whi¬ 
ch we are accustomed. If we 
are used to certain noises, abso¬ 
lute quiet may keep us awake 
That is why the city dweller 
finds the stillnees of the country 
just as disturbing as the new¬ 
comer to the city finds his rest 
troubled by the noises of the 
city streets. 

A rest at noon, or forty winks 
serves as a rcaj restorer for 
many people, At nighl, our bed¬ 
room should lie quiet and dark 
with the air kept cool and fresh. 

The ; bed-clothes should be 
light and the sheets free from 
wrinkles. As we turn in our 
sleep many times, the position 
we assume in going to sleep is 
of no importance, but the bed¬ 
clothes should not be fixed so 
tightly as to interfere with the 
natural movements. 

W may d Q without sleep for a 
time, but if this is long-contin- 
ned, exhaustion eventually occ¬ 
urs. We would die more quickly 
from the lack of sleep than 
from the lack of food. Sleep is 
needed to allow the lx>dy to re¬ 
cover from fatigue. Sleep is es¬ 
sential to health.
